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W1FY/R 


Hi, my name is Mark and I’m a relatively new member of the FARA family. 
My full name is Mark Three CR and in case you haven’t guessed by now, 
I’m a two-meter repeater otherwise known as W1FY/R. Although my name 
may seem strange, I was born in Groveland, MA in January 1981. My OTH 
now ig in the communications center at the state civil defense 
headquarters on Route 93 in Framinghar. 


My name describes my dual function. "C" is for my 6502 
microprocessor-based controller and "R" represents my function as a 
repeater. Vital statistics are 5 1/4" tall, 19" wide, and I weigh about 
18 pounds. If I may say so myself, I’m a small powerful package loaded 
with ROMS, RAMS, MICROS, PROMS, MOSFETS, and lots more that makes me 
state of the art in my field. 


My normal output is about 15 watts but my new friend, a Mirage 
amplifier, boosts my talk power to about 70 watts.

My 
friend and trustee, Lew K1AZE, is always listening and looks out for my 
best interest. Dick WA1KUG keeps all my MICROS, PROMS, ROMS, and RAMS 
in good working order. Arnie KiBPM makes sure that I hear well and that 
my voice is loud. My namesake, Marc N1IBLH, is a control operator and he 
sees to it that I’m not abused. 


I’m a new member of FARA and my ears are open to everyone so please 
drop by on 147.75/147.15 and say hello. I can’t serve coffee or tea but 
I’ve got good ears, a loud voice, and autopatch for members.

The FCC is finally acting to implement the new WARC-79 bands. According 
to a recent issue of The WSYI Report, we are gaining the entire 
30-meter band (10.100-10.150 Mhz) which will remain primarily a CW 
band. 


The 17-meter band (18.068-18.168 Mhz) won’t be fully allocated until 
July 1, 1989. 


The 12-meter band (24.890-24.990 Mhz) will be open fairly soon to be 
used on a shared basis. It will be split into CW and Phone portions. 


The 902-928 Mhz band will be allocated on a secondary basis.
